1. Claims 1 - 24 and 31 are pending in this Office action. 

2. Claims 1 - 23 and claims 24 and 31 are not same claimed limitation. Hence, 
there is a restriction and the restriction as follow:

Group I teaches automated processing of a search list provided by a remote 
user, and retrieving and delivering information corresponding to at least one item 
contained in said search list while Group II teaches ascertaining whether said 
information is current.
